Baltimore, Md.. October 18. — R. F. Carman, who 
f=«'«»red a long string of victories on ti>e Canadian 
circ-uit. |>roiiiises to continne his success at Rimlico. 

Caniiau stable furnished the winners in two of 
tile iwces again this afternoon in Sir Alvescot and 
Itonnie Kelso. Iwth of which s<*or»Ml in easy fashion. 
.VrcLIbaid bad the m<Miut on both the Carman horses 
and each found strong support from the public. It 
was a great day for form foiiowers, six of the seven 
races being won l»y favorites. 

Bonnie Kelso’s victory <-ame with the running of 
the Pimlico Countrj’ Club imrs<*. the feature of the 
prograiii, and it marktHl a brilliant :ierf<irniance on 
the iMirt of this consistent ra«-er. In the early 
stages of the trip J<K-fcey .\rcblbald took Btniuie 
Keisit back and itiditigetl llauiptoii Court ati<I Prac- 
tical with the lead, but when released from n*straint 
the Carman horse moved up courageously and. takitig 
an easy U*ad in the stretch, drew away in the linal 
furlong to win by a couple of lengths. The time for 
the mile atid an eighth. l:r>li. was a new track 
r«*<i»rd for tlie distance, the :>revious mark being 
1 :5:(d, made by Blue Book October 2lt. 1909. 

Zeus made amends for his failure in the Matron 
Stakes b.v beating a shifty lot of youngsters in the 
fifth race. It was S. C. Hildreth’s intention to 
ruu the colt without blinkers today, but bis assistant 
failed to ask permisskm of the stewards in time and 
Zens wore the badge of the rogue again this after- 
niMin. Zens <ml.v non by half a length fnan Merid- 
isii. but the margin wtaild have Iseu much greater 
iiad he not beeu incline*! to loaf after getting to 
the leaders. Meridian pulled up lame in this race.

Baltimore, Md., October 18. — Nausbon and 01am- 
hala have run their last races for the season of 1910. 
.After the Yankee two-year-old’s victory in the colt 
end of the Matron Stakes here Saturday, R. T. 
Wilson. Jr., said that he would not ask either of 
them to race again until 1911. “They have lieen 
useful borsi>s this year.” the president of the Sara- 
toga .Assoi-iation explained, “and Nausbon. which Is 
Imtter {M-rhaps that he was at Saratoga, might win 
another race or so. But be has no more valuable 
stake engagements and ordinary purses are beneath 
the dignity of a liorse of bis class. I am fond of 
Naushi.u. He is an old-fashioned horse with a stout 
liedigree, and he is distinguished for his courage. 
He has speed a-plenty when he is made to show it, 
he handles weight admirably and he will go all day.' 
The fact that Nausbon looks and is as good a horse 
toilay as he was on the occasion of his first appear- 
ance under colors at Belmont Park last spring indi- 
cates a rugged constitution, and I liave a notion that 
it will take a mighty good horse to beat him over a 
considerable distance of ground next year.” 

Mr. Wilson will ship Nausbon with Olambala to 
Belmont Park, where he has wintered since Morris 
Park was abaiidone*], immediately after the Pimlico 
meeting, but 'Flimnas J. Heale.v will take a division 
of the Wilson stable to Norfolk for the meeting of 
the Jamestown Jockey Ulub, November 1 to 26. 

Olambala will forfeit one engagement at Pimlico. 
He will not start in the two-mile Bowie Handicap 
on the last day of the Maryland Jockey CInb’s meet- 
ing, for which he is top weight. Mr. Wilson thinks 
it time to retire Olambala. because the little chest- 
nut has lost the dash ■which characterised his racing 
in the summer. In the absence of Olambala the 
likeliest of the Bowie candidates arc Countless. Bon- 
nie Kelso. Hampton Court, Jubilee, Siiperstitioa, 
Bob R., L'ncas Clilef, Woodcraft and f^untlero.v. 
The last named has recentl.v been acquired from 
S. 0. Hildreth b.v H. C. Halleiilieck, for wliom 
l-Yaiik Taylor trains. 

Olambala was lieaten at Fort Erie In the $10,000 
Doniiiiioii Handicap by Jack Atkin and Jidin Rear- 
don, but bis admirers will forget all abont that and 
remenilH'r him as the winner of the Suburban, Coni- 
inonwealth. Brighton, Saratoga and Champlain Han- 
dicaps, and the conqueror of Ballot, Dalmatian and 
King James. The Oruus colt has the advantage of 
most giKsl liorses that retire at the finish of a sne- 
^■es8flIl fouT-year-oId season in that he is sonnd of 
wind and limb. Tliere is no outward and visible 
sign that the bard campaign be has undergone this 
.rear has hurt him, and both Mr. Wilson and 'Mr. 
Heale.v are confident tbe.v can bring him to the post 
in winning form in 1911.

JOCKEYS AT CHURCHILL DOWNS POSSESSED 
WITH- SPIRIT OF RECKLESSNESS. 



Aspect of Several Rocea Cluuwed by Offensive Tae- 
tiea — Cherryeln Wins the Cffierokee 
Selling Stnkes with Ease. 



Louisville, Ky., October 18. — ^The (Tierokee Selling 
Stakes at one mile, which featured a rather ordinary 
card at Chnrcbill Downs this afternoon, was taken 
by Cberryola in a fashion that stamped her nn- 
mistakahly U'St of the six starters, even though the 
race was replete with rough riding, from which all 
engaged suffered. 'The crowding b^an immedlatriy 
after the start, the winner being tne sufferer, and 
Thomas, on Glucose, the offender. Thomas con- 
tinned his reckless coarse and at the quarter post 
forceil Huck to take hack. Steinhardt, on Alfred 
the Great, then came along wltn a rush, displaced 
GlW"Ose for the lead, and forc«*d him barii by pnlUng 
over sharply against the Inner rail. Cberryola and 
Prince Gal then came on the outside and foreeil 
-Alfred the Great back. In the stretch, Cherryola 
drew out to win as her rider pleased. Prince Gal 
just outstaying Huck. , 

Crowding, due to reckless riding, was held re- 
sponsible for the fall of Dottle B., ridden by hi.' •» 
Martin, in the fifth race. ’The filly was in a promi- 
nent position approaching the lower turn when those 
closest to her seemingly pulled In and caused her 
to fall. Martin wag lucky to get off with a severe 
shaking ‘lip. Tlie mishap served .to defeat Ckmnty 
Tax, favorite in the race, as he was forced to 
shorten his stride perceptibly to avoid falling over 
the prostrate horse, and Ella Bryaon won by a nose. 

Some of the starters in the closing dash did not 
escape Interference, notably Royal Report, the fa- 
vorite. Tliomas, who had the mount, started off 
timidly, which resulted in his being cut off going 
to the first turn. He was forced to go arimnd the 
others until approaching the stretch turn, where
